\ a first transmitting device installed at a first physical location that is responsive to a 
command intentionally initiated by a first individual at said first physical location to develop a 
first p resence signal intended for a second individual at a second physical location and to 
transmit said presence signal over a first physical data line associated with said first physical 
location; and >w 

a first receivhig device located at said second physical location which is receptive to said 
presence signal and which is operative to generate an indication to said second individual of said 
first individual's presencXat said first physical location; 

a second transmitting gevice installed at said second physical location that is responsive 
to a command intentionally initiated by said second individual at said second physical location to 
develop a second presence signal intended for said first individual at said first physical location 
and to transmit said presence signal oVer a second physical data line associated with said second

second presence signal and which is operativeHo generate an indication to said first individual of 
said second individuaFs presence at said second physical location.

3. (Currently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first p resence signal is intended for a multiplicity ordndividuals, and wherein said 
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first receiving device is one of a multiplicity of receiving devices associated with said 
multiplichv of individuals. 

4. (Cnrrently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first pre^ce signal includes a data packet including an identifier of said second 
individual. 

5. (Currently amei^d) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 4 
wherein said first receiving device rs operative to receive said data packet to generate said 
indication of said first individual's presence. 

6. (Currently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first transmitting device develop^ a signal indicating that said first p resence signal 
has been transmitted. 

7. (Currently amended) An intention^ presence system as recited in claim [2] i 
wherein said second transmitting device transmits an acknowledgement to said second receiving 
device upon receipt of said first presence signal by sa\d first receiving device. 

8. (Original) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 7 wherein said 
second receiving device is operative to develop a confirmation signal that said first presence 
signal has been received by said first receiving device. 

9. (Original) An intentional presence systena^as recited in claim 8 wherein said 
confirmation signal is automatically generated. 

10. (Original) An intentional presence system asVecited in claim 8 wherein said 
confirmation signal is intentionally initiated by said second individual. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) An intentional presence systeria as recited in claim 1 
wherein said indication generated by said first receiving device is selected fi'om the group of 
auditory, visual tactile, haptic, motion, and heated displays. 

12. (Currently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 1 

wherein said first receiving device is embedded within an object having a meaning to said first

mdividual and said second individual. X 
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(Original) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 12 wherein said 
object is a ffeRresentational figure. 

14. (Ortginal) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 1 wherein said 
auditory display includes a spoken output by said receiving device. 

15. (OriginalA An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 1 wherein said 
motion display includes theo^hysical movement of part or ail of an object. 

16. (Original) )kn intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 1 wherein said 
visual display includes a lamp. 

17. (Original) AnWentional presence system as recited in claim 16 wherein said 
lamp is capable of displaying a multiplicity of visual appearances.

19. (Currently amended) Aji intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first transmitting device includes a frame comprising an intentional initiation 
switch. 

20. (Original) An intentionaiypresence system as recited in claim 19 wherein said 
frame is touch-sensitive. 

21 . (Original) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 19 wherein said 
fi-ame includes at least one switch. 

22. (Currently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first transmitting device can send a message pointer selected by said first individual 
from a group of predefined message pointers. 

23. (Original) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 22 wherein a 
user can modify a group of audio messages that can be se^cted by said message pointers. 

24. (Original) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 23 wherein the 
receipt of said message pointer causes the playing of a selected audio message. 
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25 \ (Currently amended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said frh^ transmitting device and said first receiving deice are matched pairs which only 
communicate with each other. 

26. (CurrentlyWiended) An intentional presence system as recited in claim 1 
wherein said first transmittin)g device and said first receiving device are part of a closed group 
which may include a multiplicuy of transmitting devices and receiving devices and which are 
possessed by a social group. 

27. (Currently amended)\^method for intentionally signaling a presence comprising: 

transmitting fi'om a first transmitting device installed at a first physical location and over 
a data line associated with said first physical location, in response to a command intentionally 
initiated by a first individual at said first physical location, a first p resence signal intended for a 
second individual at a second physical location; and 

receiving at said second physical location said first p resence signal and generating an 
indication to said second individual of said first individual's presence at said first physical 
location; 

transmitting fi'om a second transmitting\device installed at said second physical location 
and over a data line associated with said second\phvsical location, in response to a command 
intentionally initiated by said second individual at said second physical location, a second 
presence signal intended for said first individual at said first physical location: and 

receiving at said first physical location sai\second presence signal and generating an

indication to said first individual of said second individuars presence at said second physical

30. (Curren^amended) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited 
in claim 27 wherein said ^fitst p resence signal includes a data packet including an identifier of 
said second individual. 

3 1 . (Currently ameriaed) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited 
in claim 30 wherein receiving saitk first p resence signal includes decoding said data packet. 

32. (Currently amended^A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited 
in claim 27 further comprising genera^ng a signal for said first individual that said first p resence 
signal has been transmitted. 

33. (Currently amended) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited 
in claim 28 fiirther comprising generating ^ignal for said first individual that said first p resence 
signal has been received by said second individual. 

34. (Original) A method for intqitionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
27 wherein said indication is selected firom the gr^up of auditory, tactile, haptic, motion, and 
heated displays. 

35. (Original) A method for intentiomally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
34 wherein said auditory display includes a spoken omtput. 

36. (Original) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
34 wherein said motion display includes the physical mJjvement of part or all of an object.

38. (Original) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
27 wherein said transmitting is initiated by a fi-ame capable of fi-aming an image. 

39. (Original) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
38 wherein aid transmitting is initiated by touching said fi-ame. 
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40. (Original) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
said transmitting is initiated by pressing a switch on said frame. 

41 . (^Sriginal) A method for intentionally signaling a presence as recited in claim 
38 further comprisingdisplaying an image within said frame.
